C. H. Whitmore and C. 
. Wadsworth Were 
Speakers. 

TO MEET DEC. 14. 



"Pontiac in Canada/' and 
"Inca Manco" Were Sub- 
jects of Papers. 

The most successful meeting 'of the 
Historical Club was held last night 
when C. Wadsworth and C. H. Whit- 
more delivered two very excellent pa 
pers on topics of interest. Mr. Wads 
worth handled the life of a noted na- 
tive of Peru, of the sixteenth century, 
named, Inca. Manco. This leader. Tnca 
Manco, came in'to power after the battle 
of Atahualpa and succeeded his father 
Pizarro whose name also is of histor- 
ical importance. 

Wadsworth in his paper clearly out- 
lined the life of this interesting charac- 
ter. The situation cut the country and 
the'hardships of the Spaniards .and na- 
tives, were clearly brought out. The 
Spanish greed for gold and other forms 
of treasure led them into a great deal of 
trouble with the natives of America. 

Wbitmorc's paper dealt with war 
in a different part of America: With 
[ the completion' of the British Conquest 
. in Canada in 1763 the Indians were 
• moved by the words of the French oi- 
, ticials prior, to their departure and by 
i the stirring words of an Indian Chief 
named "Pontiac."' The underlying ob- 
iect was the rcconcpic-.t b.' the Indians 
Country from' the white srttler; who 
were pouring over their hunting 
ground?. r ' • » 

Pontiac with the aid M inns-: of the 
tribes in eastern Canada' entered upon a 
very carefully prepared- plan of 'attack. 
Every fort was to be taken by : .<urpri*c. 
atid the garrison itia^jcred. Thc'early 
stages of this war brought success to 
the Indian warriors, who -carried out 
their savage and ' treir'icrous w'ariarS'hi'i 
a most cunning and brutal w^y, white 
it was only' aiter much hard ; fichtiug 
that these colored patriots were' finally 
overcome.

Physiology Was Subject Un- 
der Discussion. 



The November meeting of the Alpha 
Ojuega Alpha honorary medical frater- 
nity was held last night in the Grill 
Room of the Union. A full attendance 
of honorary, graduate and active mem- 
bers sat down to dinner at 7 o'olock, and 
when the business of the evening had 
been disposed of Prof. F. E. Lloyd a; 
t!ie department of Botany presented a 
paper. 

The subject of the address was "Gen- 
eral Physiology as a Discipline in Med- 
ical Undergraduate Study." It opened a 
field of discussion which was produc- 
tive of many stimulating ideas. Histor- 
ically the practice of 'medicine has been 
insepcrably connected- with knowledge 
•and study of general physiology, and es- 
pecially with botany and the used herbs. 
The earliest Greek physician approached 
their medical labors with a complete and 
philosophical understanding of plant life, 
not only regarding ihe obvious leaves, 
flowers and fruits, but also the roots 
and juices of the herbs. The purpose of 
tins botanical study was twofold: first 
to obtain drugs useful in the healing art, 
and in the second place to try to under- 
stand the processes of life in vegetable 
substances, in order that the mysteries 
of animal life might eventually be un 
dersitood. 

Aiv a parallel to these very earliest 
records of medical effort, wc find at 
the present day that study of life pro 
cesses, as available in plant life, is the 
best stimulus to the proper approach of 
the problems of medicine. 

Fruitful scientific work by the coun- 
try doctor or by the laboratory spe 
cialist can only be hoped for it" the mind 
has been prepared tn approach each 
separate problem in an attitude of in 
quiry and. truly deep thinking. 

The best way that the intellect of a 
student can acquire the practice of this 
thinking effort; is by the careful study 
of the principles cJl general physiology, 

Several honorary members contribut- 
ed ito the interesting discussion which 
followed the papers.

Last night, Mr. A. McLean Nicholson 
addressed the Northern Electric Engin- 
eering Society in the Physics Build- 
ing on "The Piezo Electric Effect in 
Salt Crystals''. Mr. Nicholson is. re- 
search-engineer of Northern Electric, in 
New York, and lias devoted much time 
to the study of the piezo-electrical ef- 
fects in Rochelle salts. The subject came 
into prominence in the endeavour to de- 
tect submarines in war. Mr. Nicholson 
•has used Rochell salts as the crystals arc 
three thousand to five thousand times as 
active piezo-electrically as quartz. 

Students of the third and fourth 
years in Science were. invited to the 
meeting, and eagerly took advantage 
of this -privilege When the lecture 
opened an audience of over one hun- 
dred and fifty Northern Electric men 
and' students was assembled. Mr. 
Vipoild. president of the society, 
briefly introduced the speaker. • 
,Mr. Nicholson explained that "ple- 
zd" meant "pressure," so that piezo- 
electric crystals were pressure electric 
crystals— crystals in which electric 
currents were produced by the appli- 
cation of pressure. A brief introduc- 
tion .was given describing the general 
structure and arrnagemcnt of the 
crystals as built un from the atoms 
and molecules. In 300 B.C. and lat- 
er in 50 A.D., crystals were investi- 
gated, at the latter date by "Pliny. In 
17O0 jewellers in Tourmaline noticed 
the unusual properties of crystals 
which were being bored, and attri- 
buted this to the heating effect of 
their tools. In 1880 the Currie bro- 
thers observed electrical' phenomena 
when so-called Tourmaline crystals 
were heated and cooled. Later they 
discovered that' stresses alone applied 
to thé crystals effected the same re- 
sults. The difference between fric- 
tional electricity and piczo-clcctrical 
charges is that in the former the two 
materials between which friction is 
produced, each receive distinct and 
separate charges, one positive and 
one negative; while in' piezo electric 
effects, a positive and a negative pole 
are produced on the same dialectric 
crystal. Both the optical and the 
piczo-electric activity of crystals are 
due to the same cause The activity 
of organic crystals is increased in so- 
lution, but that of mineral crystals is 
not. Crystals may act as genera- 
tors or motors, that is tlijçir "actujn 
may. be reversed. They are sensitive 
transformers of mechanical energy 
into electrical energy produced to tor. 
tion! or will act in the opposite' direct 
tion and produce tortion due to elec- 
trical currents. 

Mr. Nicholson explained very clear- 
by some excellent slides, illustrating 
the various forms of crystals, par- 
ticularly those of Rochelle salts. He 
showed the preparation of the crys- 
tals, and the attachment of metal 
poles... Finally aluminum disks are 
fitted to both ends, and three or four 
thicknesses of bwjd .paper wrapped 
around to iorm cylinder'." The 
metal ends arc twisted till tire paper 
receives corrugations running at ah 
angle around the' cylinder, when- the 
paper is tightly banded in place.- A 
slide was shown of the arrangement 
of the apparatus to be used in the 
demonstration.' • " 

One hundred pair of small receiv- 
ers were fitted up in batteries of 
eijght throughout the audience, and 
these were the "listening end" of the 
first demonstration. A crystal -fitted 
up with metal poles was attached to 
the s'crics leading to the receivers. '• A 
gramophone needle was attached to 
the crystal and lowered onto a ro- 
tating record. The musical reproduc- 
tion in the receivers was excellently 
clear The electrical current supplied 
to the two hundred rcceiyers was 
produced entirely by the vibrations 
on. the crystal. Mr. Nicholson then, re- 
tired two-rooms away, and was heard, 
distinct/ly . on the receivers, his .voice 
producing the necessary electrical 
current in the crystal. The crystal 
used was fitted wtih a bond paper 
diagram, as described. The effect of 
vibrations on the corrugated paper 
produced tortion in the crystal, thus 
generating the current . Further ex- 
pcrinYcnlV were shown in which me- 
chanical forces acting on the crystal, 
were produced both 'by direct action 
of a phonograph needle and by ac- 
tion on the paper diaphram. These 
effects were transmitted to the audi- 
ence in two ways— ifinst by joining 
'the .producing crystal to the receivers, 
and secondly by connecting the pro- 
ducing crystal to a second crystal 
fitted with a diaphram, and placing 
this sounding crystal in an amplifier 
in the shape of a phonograph horn; 
The first crystal was placed on a

PAPER READ BY 
RHODES SCHOLAR 

L. H. Armstrong and G. Des- 
barats Before Radio 
Society. 

'Laurence Armstrong, and George 
Dcsbarats,.. of the Science Faculty, 
read scholarly papers before the Ra- 
dio Association, at the Physics Build- 
ing. Armstrong's topic was "Direc- 
tion Finding, as Applied to Wireless," 
while Dcsbarats spoke on Paulsen's 
Arc." 

.Armstrong's 1 first ; heading was 
^Direction Finding."' He defined this 
as determining the diroctaon of some 
other wireless telegraph transmitting 
station at a given receiving station. 
This phase of wireless was used rap- 
idly during the war It is becoming 
prominent now as an aid to naviga- 
tion, enabling the cifficer of a vessel 
to' make observations and establish 
his position independent of weather 
conditions, '. such as fog, etc. Four 
Direction Finding Coast Stations on 
the East Coast of Canada arc . oper- 
ated by the ' Government, the 6er- 
viccs being -free. -.These enable ships 
to obtain single bearings or cross- 
bearings from 'any part of the coast 
within range. . 

He then spoke on the transmitting 
gear which at.Chobucto Head is of 
ordinary 1-2 K.W. type Canadian 
Marconi Cabinet Set. Range, of 1-2 
K.W. set is usually given as 250 
miles. This was exceeded probably 
due to the- location of the station. À 
distance , of about 500 niilcs was 
reached, ic., communication was eas- 
ily obtainable with Cape Race. This 
was obtained on an average day, hot 
on a freak night! Since the power 
was generated at the station ' a stor- 
age battery of' 120 volts is used so as 
to have electrical energy available at 
any time. This battery is periodical- 
ly charged from, à' generator charged 
by an oil engine. 

With reference to Aerials, a de- 
parture from the type familiar ', to 
amateurs was illustrated. They con- 
sist of two closed circuit loop aerials 
at right angles, having the form of 
isosceles triangles. ' They are sup- 
ported on a single màst and insulated 
from one andthor: Each aerial is 
connected then to what is called a 
"radio-goniometer" or "direction find- 
er" proper to a valve amplifier of 
the Marconi type. This receiver con- 
sists • of 6 radio frequency amplifica- 
tion and one rectifying valve. A de- 
scription of the radi'o-gohioinctcr was 
then given, also an explanation of its 
operation. 

The way of giving bearings was 
then described.-- Ship calls. D.'F. sta- 
tions_A. and-B on a normal wave 
length 600 meters A asks ship to 
send fig. 2 (. . ) for two min- 
utes on 800 meters.

The ship desiring a 
bearing can -listen' to any well known 
high power -station, and thus obtain 
their ' bearing's by reading the scale 
of the radid-goniomctcr,' i.e., reading 
the number -of ' degrees" east or west 
shown by the pointer ' on the scale. 
This permits' 'of locating other ships, 
and' is' therefbi'e'of 'great assistance 'in 
this work! He' gave instance's- where 
captains "ignored the bearings given 
.by .the.D.F. station," relying on their 
own ', knowledge . and , . meeting with

• Mr. Armstrong then concluded by 
saying that the Government received 
many letters complimenting them for 
their fine work. 

Dcsbarats then spoke on Poulspn's 
Arc. He. described the Poulsen Arc 
method of radio-transmission He 
emphasized the advantage of C. W. 
oVer transmission. ■ This was due to 
the; gap between each wave . train of 
the spark transmitted. Another ad- 
vantage i-s the 'Sharp tuning of C W. 
He then explained five methods of 
producing C. W. "continuous wave!" 
(1) High 'frequency alternator; .- (2) 
Polarized transformers;' (3) ' Oscilla-' 
tory arc; (4) Marconi time-spark; 
(5) Valves or vacuum tubes. 

The Poulsen Arc was then describ- 
ed, and its operation explained from 
its voltage" current*;, characteristics. 
Since arc , cannot be f stopped and 
started to 'correspond 'In , dots and 
dashes, the , wave length is charged 
by short-circuiting a part of the 
aerial turning, .inductance. This has 
the effect . of giving two different 
tones when receiving, which is a dis- 
advantage To obviate this another 
method consists of fending the ener- 
gy -fo • earth by mcans-:of condensers 
when the key . is .not depressed, , thus 
no energy is radiated during that 
time. 

A description . of C. W. reception 
was then given and explained (tone- 
wheel; valve heterodyne), and pic- 
tures of a typical' commercial arc sta- 
tion was shown. . ' 

The meeting then adjourned, those 
being fortunate- enough to be present 
passing a heartj'Vot'e of thanks' to 
.- bjJEh speakers."
